ried. His life partner, however, called 
at the agent's office to inquire about 
the case, though she begged that her 
husband might not be told of her 
whereabouts. 
She was In a fairly 


good position, earning as she did a liv- 
ing by keeping a ladies' school, and 
once or twice her reprobate husband 
had turned up in an intoxicated condi- 
tion and raised a commotion that had 
scandalized her pupils. The ill sorted 
pair were, therefore, not brought into 
communication. 


Never would the pauper legatee leave 


the workhouse. He remained there till 
his death, whereupon, having left no 
will, the money he had scorned to use 
passed to his wife.—Casscll's Saturday 
Journal.

The fair ii over and the people have 


retarnad to tbeir homes pleased.it If 
hoped, by tbe entertainment and pleai- 
nre uf tbe week. Trie fair of 1900 waa 
among tbe best fain of t.be State Agri- 
cultural Society. It made as under- 
stand what tan be done in tbe way o' 
•xbibitg when there is any disposition 
by tbe people to make them. The pro- 
pacts of the State received an adver- 
tisement in many departments that 
will bare its effects upon its fature. 
Tbe miners! exhibits were not op to 
tbe standard tbe State la capable of 
making, bat they were creditable to 
tbose who made tbem. 


Tbe ores exhibited were chiefly from 


Wasboe 
and 
Hamboldt 
coantiea. 


Many of tbe samples were very fine. 
which directed attention to tbe min- 
eral deposits of these mineral bearing 
districts. Farm products were not a» 
plentiful as they might have been bad 
a little more interest aud energy been 
pat into efforts to make a display such 
•s the State is capable of makinp, bat 
tbe exhibit* made were in number and 
quantity sufficient to ihow what oar 
soil) and climate am capable of doing 
IB tbe development of these product!. 
All tbe space in the Pavilion assigned 
to products of the farm was taken and 
occupied, bat the writer faas a knowl- 
edge of the fertility ot Nevada's soils 
and tbe fostering forces to vegetable 
life in its climate "hica tends to lead 
him to expect more ot a display than 
tha average farmer is willing to make. 


Fine as tbe exhibits were in quality 


they can be surpassed ia variety and 
quantity and they will be surpassed at 
oar next fair. Fruits made an appear- 
ance not expected because of the late 
spring frosts. No other country or 
olimata could have mudn such an ex- 
hibit. of fruit?, more particularly of 
apples, as was made with like late 
frost conditions upon them as were pres- 
ent here in tbe spring when the trees 
were in blossom. The exhibit of tbe
